Ford Considers Tax Cut Extension

WASHINGTON (AP) - Democratic congressional leaders plan 


to push for an extension of the antirecession tax cuts enacted this 
year, a move that President Ford says he would consider if the 
economy fails to rebound. 


The Democratic leaders hope to combine the extension with a 


sweeping overhaul of the nation's tax laws, key party strategists 
say. 


They outlined this plan after President Ford told a nationally 


televised and broadcast news conference Wednesday evening he 
would consider asking Congress to extend this year's reductions 
through the 1976 election year if the economy fails to rebound 
quickly enough. 


The Democratic reaction, in effect, was that Ford was endors- 


ing a plan already on the congressional drawing boards. 


"There never was any doubt about it," said a House source, 


noting the federal budget adopted by Congress last month as- 
sumed extension of many provisions in the S22.9-billion tax cut bill 
enacted in March, though not the $8.1 billion rebate of 1974 taxes. 


A Senate source, meanwhile, disclosed that this year's reduc- 


tion was limited to a single year in part to insure thai an extension 
wDUld have to be enacted later in the year at a time when broader 
tax revision measures are ready for consideration. 


These revisions could include an array of complicated and 


controversial items including tax treatment of capital gains and 
losses and the many provisions that are aimed at giving special 
benefits to specific groups or individuals. 


The presidential news conference, held in 92-degree heat on the 


South Lawn of the White House, produced a series of questions 
that sought — but failed — to pin the President down on whether 
the United States would use nuclear weapons, either to strike first 
at a potential aggressor or to defend South Korea in the event of 
an attack from the North. 


"I don't think it is appropriate for me to discuss in a press 


conference what our utilization will be of our tactical or strategic 


weapons," Ford said. 'This is a matter that has to be determined 
if and when there are any requirements for our national 
interests." 


In response to the specific question about Korea. Ford refused 


to confirm or deny that nuclear weapons would be used, declaring 
"we have the forces and they will be used in our national interest, 
as they should be." 


On other subjects. Ford said: 
—lie has found after an investigation that the Soviets "have not 


violated" the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty on limiting of- 
fensive and defensive missile systems, a statement promptly 
challenged by Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., as "an apology 
for recent Soviet behavior" in deploying additional offensive 


missiles. 


-Some recent compromises have been achieved in the 


Kuropean Security Conference and "there may be some others 
achieved that would permit a summit this summer in Helsinki." 


—He will formally announce his 1976 presidential candidacy 


"very shortly" and, asked about possible Republican opposition, 
replied, "1 never predicate my own plans on what somebody else 
will do" but instead will run his own campaign on his record. ;

Senate Okays Another Malpractice Bill

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — One of the last major pieces of medical 


malpractice legislation, a bill authorizing arbitration of majprac- 
ticc claims, was approved Wednesday by the state Senate. 


The Senate approved the bill 31-1 and returned it to the House. 


The measure would permit patients to arbitrate instead of going to 
court should they seek damages for shoddy medical treatment. 
The bill puts no limits on the damages they could collect. 


Final House passage is expected after agreement on minor 


amendments. 


The measure is one in a series designed to solve the malpractice 


insurance problem, which includes skyrocketing insurance 
premiums, reduced availability of insurance and questionable 
practices by doctors trying to avoid suits. 


Already passed is a measure establishing a state fund to provide 


insurance for all doctors, and other laws requiring extensive 
reporting from the medical community, continuing education, 
peer review and other measures. 


The latest bill is designed to reduce "nuisance suits," hasten the 


' resolution of legitimate cases and make final decisions more fair, 
all of which hopefully will stabilize premiums. ' 


Insurance Commissioner Daniel Demlow says his department 


could implement the new procedure two or three months after it 
passes the legislature. 
' 


However, experts have cautioned that the effectiveness of the 


bill may not be apparent for many years. 


Sen. Daniel Cooper, D-Oak Park, cast the only nay vote on the 


bill after the Senate rejected amendments which would have ex- 
tended the period in which a patient could revoke the arbitration 
right. 


Any claim would be heard by a three-member panel — an at- 


torney, a doctor and a layman. 


Arbitration costs would be paid by the doctor or hospital. Any 


settlement offer would not be admissible as evidence to establish 
liability or set damages. 


Consideration of the claim would begin 20 days after the demand 


for arbitration was made, and must be completed within six 
months.

"The colonists were interested in 


more immediate matters. Philosophy 
was for the intellectual, an appropriate 
decoration but in itself without sig- • 
nificance. The men on the street, or in 
the field, wanted sterner stuff, noisier, 
a specific hammer - and - tongs attack 
upon an actual physical being, namely 
King George." 


Today, it is just the opposite: We 


couldn't care less about this section of 
the Declaration. We are no longer 
angry at King George. It is the 
philosophical introduction, as Chidsey 
noted, that the world has come to love. 
Indeed, to most Americans, it IS the 
Declaration of Independence. 


Being such a fundamental part of 


the American credo, it is something 
we cannot be neutral about. We are 
still arguing — perhaps more today 
than ever before in our history — 
about what it really means to say that 
"all men are created equal" and how 
such a belief is to be translated into 
action. It is no trouble at all to get a 
controversy going as to whether there 
is even a Creator, much less one who 
created men with "certain inalienable 
rights." 


As a scientific treatise, as a 


statement 
of provable 
fact, 
the 


Declaration of independence leaves 
much to be desired. But as a testament 
of the human spirit, as a guide and a 
goal — and a goad — for posterity, as 
a dream and a faith we are still dis- 
mally far from realizing yet cannot let 
go of, there is nothing lo compare with 
it.

tely and at a later date, in October of 
1865, to Washington. It never reached 
Johnson's desk and did not come to 
light until 1970 when some Civil War 
researcher unearthed it in a cardboard 
box file of old papers in the State 
Department.

be resolved. 


Johnson did restore Lee's voting 


rights under an 1868 general amnesty 
but the general died (wo years later 
still without full citizenship. Under the 
14th Amendment only a two-thirds 
vote by both houses in Congress can 
remove certain disabilities imposed 
upon persons engaged in insurrection 
or rebellion against his country. 


The 1970 discovery of the allegiance 


oath has given impetus to Lee's res- 
toration where prior efforts failed In 
1957 John F. Kennedy, then a Senator 
from Massachusetts, offered a resolu- 
tion identical to Byrd's which lacked 
sufficient political steam to put across. 


When the missing oath came to 


light, Byrd 
introduced 
his 
first 


resolution. It bogged down in a debate 
as to whether President Nixon could 
grant full amnesty by executive order. 
The decision was that he could not 
Neither could Byrd make further 
progress until this year. 


The compulsion to accept Byrd's 


view and to distinguish it from the 
Vietnam squabble is not the sectional 
appeasement some liberals paint it. 


Though he executed the mechanics 


of the amnesty procedure somewhat 
imperfectly, Lee publicly called upon 
his erstwhile comrades in arms to 
work toward bringing a strifetorn na- 
tion together and urged unhesitating 
compliance with Johnson's original 
requirement.

WASHINGTON - The U.S.

To date, President Ford has 


been at work on his first step — 
of proving himself.

Ford showed his decisiveness, 
guts and leadership. 


Not so. Whether you approve 


or disapprove his stand on 
spending, it is Mr. Ford's

- (rate's what he's made of. 


For Mr. Ford, the Democratic 


congressional 
leaders 
and 


presidential hopefuls all know 
these vetoes of popular spending 
bills which would mean money 
in 
the 
pockets 
of 
the 


unemployed and in the purses of 
millions of others whose bills 
exceed their incomes in this 
time of recession-inflation, are 
pure gold for the Democratic 
opposition in 1976. 


Further, in clamping down on 


.spending to curb the worsening 
: inflation he fears for 1976 and 


1977, Mr. Ford could prolong 
the recession unduly, rn^ke his 
election for another term ex- 
ceedingly difficult. He knows 
this. 


My father worked on a cattle 


ranch in his youth. There was 
something to the tales then told, 
whether fact or legend, that 
carried a grain of truth 
stretching well beyond Jhe cat- 
tle country.

Eventually, with the 
horse dashing in all directions 
and the mule heading only in 
one, the pair would arrive — 
where the mule wanted to go. 


So it is with President Ford 


and the U.S. Congress. 


Under Uie American system, 


no Congress can have its way 
against a president, if the 
president is determined. Senate 
and House can win one round or 
another, or a dozen rounds for 
that matter, but will be defeated 
in the end. 


Here we run into mush. Quick 


fixes. 
Hopeful 
statements. 


Plans in the making. A resis- 
tance to way-out solutions. But 
little that would give us the 
inner belief we are on our way. 
Light at the end of the tunnel 
euphorisms breed cynicism, not 
hope. 


One president or another has 


captured the. imagination with 
dramatic gestures, however 
empty. Or with the force of his 
personality, or with programs 
which, whatever their practical 
merits or demerits, inspired the 
citizenry to act. These are not 
the ways of Mr. Ford. 


What then can, or will he do? 


As yet thereis no sign.

An extraordinarily complex 


problem has arisen in govern- 
ing .this country and conducting 
its foreign affairs, and so far 
this problem has" not been sa- 
tisfactorily confronted. In re- 
trospect, the episode of Daniel 
Ellsberg and the Pentagon 
Papers may come to be seen as' 
the defining event of our era, 
the threshold over which we 
passed from one era to 'another. 


As all the transcripts and 


inner-circle memoirs 
make 


clear, Richard Nixon was ob- 
sessed with Ellsberg. He had 
good reason to be. For Ellsberg 
represents a new and im- 
ponderable factor in our poli- 
tics, and the ultimate implica- 
tions 
of 
the 
Ellsberg 


phenomenon are not yet clear. 


Before the eary 1960s, those 


concerned to protect the secrecy 
of sensitive government matter, 
were chiefly concerned with ac- 
tual 
espionage, 
either by 


professional foreign agents or 
by Americans loyal to a foreign 
slate, in this case the Soviet 
Union. We thus had the Rosen- 
berg, Coplon, Col. Abel and 
other cases here, the British had 
Klaus Fuchs and Kim Philby, 
and so on. 


..Beyond the small circle of es- 
pionage, however, the assump- 
tion generally prevailed that a 
legitimate 
government 
in 


Washington managed the af- 
fairs of this country, and that in 
the nature of things some mat- 
ters had to remain secret. 
President Dwight Eisenhower 
was politically embarrassed 
when the U-2 reconnaisance 
plane was shot down over the 
USSR in I960, the pilot cap- 
tured, and the official cover 
story exploded, but it was not 
widely supposed that the U-2 
program all along should have 
been public knowledge. If a, 
journalist 
had 
somehow 


stumbled on the U-2 program 
prior to its disclosure, the 
chances arc very slight that he 
would have spread it all over the 
front pages. 


If you lacked confidence in a 


President, 
as by 1952 the 


country did in Harry Truman, 
then the obvious thing to do was 
get another President. But you 
did not try to subject the regular 
processes and institutions of 
government 
to 
relentless 


harassment. 


The situation now is wholly 


different.. In Congress, on 
Congressional staffs, and in the 
bureaucracy there now exist 
numerous 
individuals 
who 


express tneir dissent from this 
or that policy, or from U.S. 
policy overall, by leaking con- 
fidential material and otherwise 
harassing the established insti- 
tutions 
and 
processes 
of 


government. Their motive is to 
discredit some policy, or even to 
discredit the entire system and 
replace it. the vocation of 
"investigative journalist" has 
now been institutionalized in a 
symbiotic relationship with this 
kind of dissent. 


Consider, for example, the 


eases of Rep. Michael Harring- 
ton (D.-Mass.) and Rep. Donald 
Dellums (D.-Calif.). Both are 
"dissenters." Both now sit on 
the House Select Committee on 
Intelligence, which is supposed 
to look into CIA operations and 
take 
sensitive 
testimony. 


Whether information vital to the 
national security that should 
remain secret would be safe in 
their hands is a serious ques- 
tion.

The Bi'iHun Harbor-Benton 


township Model Cities program 
will officially end next Monday, 
after a six-year reign that has 
generated a myriad of social 
endeavors, a few construction 
projects and the spending of 
about $14 million in grants. 


The S14 million today could 


build a modern high school for 
the Benlun Harbor district. 


It could finance a major in- 


dustry in Pipestone Industrial 
park, or could have bailed out 
bankrupt 
Benton 
Harbor 


Malleable 
Industries 
many 


times. 


It's about S3 million more 


than the cost of the two bridges, 
now under construction in the 
Twin Cities. 


Was Model Cities worth it? 
It did what it was intended to 


do. but did not solve some basic 
community problems, accord- 
ing to Melvin Fanner, Jr., 
Benton Harbor's deputy city 
manager, who also serves as 
director of the city-township 
Model Cities program. 


Farmer reminded that Model 


Cities programs 
were 
the 


brainchild of former President 
Lyndon 
Johnson's 
"Great 


Society" plan. Model Cities was 
billed as a "demonstration" 


program and limited to only 
certain blighted areas of each 
city. Benton Harbor and Benton 
township were unique in being 
the only two units of govern- 
ment joined under one Model 
Cities program. 


"Over-all Model Cities ac- 


complished its objects to be in- 
novative and experimental in 
trying programs that couldn't 
be 
undertaken 
otherwise, 


because of lack of funding," 
Farmer said. 


Farmer said through Model 


Cities 
contracts, 
all 
local 


governmental units — city, 
township, schools, county, and 
state — were brought together. 


; MAIN'OFFICE: Old house at 662 Highland avenue, Benton Harbor, was acquired

Farmer explained how Model 


Cities locally generated spend- 
ing of at least S14 million. 


He said it began in 1969 with a 


§90,000 planning grant, followed 
by action years of programs, 
which finally totaled slightly 
over $5 million. 


This money came directly to 


Model Cities from the federal 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment agency. 


There was more, however, as 


Model Cities entered contracts 
with other agencies for specific 
projects. These projects trig- 
gered 
more 
governmental 


grants. 


For example. Farmer said 


that under one contract. Model 
Cities gave $16,000 of its HUD 
money to the Benton Harbor 
senior citizens center. As a 
result of this, Farmer said the 
center was able to secure 
another $48,000 from the Slate 
Council on Aging.

other 


examples, including an $80,000 
.outlay by Model Cities to a 
Neighborhood 
Development 


Program effort that brought in 
over SI million from the federal 
government for related city and 
township projects. 


Of all the local Model Cities 


projects, the most visible arc 
rebuilt 
Waukonda 
and 


Woodland avenues in Benton 
Harbor and Benton township. 
The Waukonda project cost 
nearly §500,000 and was funded 
from Model Cities money that 
was unusued at the end of its 
first action year in 1970. The 
money was "recycled" into the 
street work. 


Other visible projects include 


neighborhood centers at 979 
Waukonda, 809 Territorial road 
and 1609 Highland avenue. 
These include mini-libraries, 
working in conjunction with the. 
Benton Harbor public library. 


As to the future of programs 


initiated with Model Cities 


• money, it appears many will be 
continued through other agen- 
cies. 


Farmer cited the Twin Cities 


Area Chamber of Commerce 
taking over manpower training, 
the St. Joseph-based Riverwood 
Mental Health center taking 
over mental health efforts, and 
the county extension service 
taking over a family aides ef- 
fort. 


The city will continue to 


operate the 809 Territorial road 
center, Farmer said, adding 
that the Berrien county health 
department will continue the 
dental heath program.

Berrien Solid Waste Plan 
Retains Use Of Landfills

The Berrien county Solid 


Waste Advisory committee yes- 
terday capped a year's work 
when it approved a solid waste 
plan for the county which' 
basically calls for continued use 
of landfill sites to dispose of 
solid waste. 


The committee also suggested, 


that the county board of public 
works administer 5225,000 in 
federal revenue-sharing funds 
to guarantee adequate solid 
waste disposal systems until the 
year 2000. 


The committee endorsed con- 


tinued use of landfills in a 40- 
page document to be submitted 
to the state Department of Na- 
tural Resources solid waste 
division in order to comply with 
a state law requiring solid waste 
plans for communities or coun- 
ties with more than 10,000 
population. 


"With existing technology 


(and) 
where environmentally 


acceptable sites are still availa- 
ble within reasonable transpor- 
tation range as they are in 
Berrien county, operation of 
sanitary landfills remains the 
least expensive method of waste 
disposal." the report stated. 


The report also pointed out 


reduction of various types of 
refuse at their source 
"is 


currently the only economically 
feasible way to reduce the 
volume o! solid waste which 
must be landfilled." The report 
noted a present lack of local 
markets 
for 
secondary 


(recycled) materials or fuel 
generated by recycling opera- 
tions. 


Charles Eckenstahler, county 


planning director and secretary 
for the committee, said a joint 
meeting of the committee and 
the board of public works will 
be held shortly and the com- 
mittee will request that the 
BPW take over the committee's 
functions and implement the 
plan. 


He also noted that five local 


governmental 
units in the 


county of over 10,000 population 
must concur with the plan since 
the units do not have their own 
solid waste plans. Concurrence 
with the county plan will enable

The report says the most 


pressing need in connection 
with solid waste in Berrien 
county is in the northern portion 
of the county, since the landfill 
which serves the Twin Cities 
and other areas in the northern 
part of the county has a life ex- 
pectancy of three to five more 
years. 


The report stressed that the 


BPW should begin the process 
of securing another site to serve 
as a landfill for the northern 
part of the county. 


The report outlined a timeta- 


ble which calls for purchase of a 
new landfill site for northern 
Berrien county during the first 
six months of 1976, and site 
development and phase-out of 
the current landfill between 
1976 and 1978. 


The report also suggests that 


the $225,000 allocated for solid 
waste by the county board of 
commissioners be put into a 
revolving fund which would help 


purchase land for new landfills, 
equipment, and related items. 
Proceeds from the sale of land 
to a landfill authority or from 
gate receipts would be chan- 
neled back into the revolving 
fund to help other landfills or 
solid waste disposal systems. 


The report also noted that 


Berrien's current estimated 
population is 165,300, and es- 
timated one ton of refuse is 
generated annually per person. 
The figure, however, takes into 
account refuse generated by in- 
dustry and applies that to the 
general population.

DETROIT (AP) - Secrets 


gleaned from records of 1,321 
shipwrecks in Michigan Great 
Lakes waters may pave the way 
tor an underwater park system 
in the state. 


The two-year study of the 


shipwrecks 
was 
completed 


recently at the Great Lakes 
Research Center at Bowling 
Green State University in Ohio. 


"It was strictly a dry study, 


and I never even got my feet 
wet." said Dr. Richard Wright, 
director of the center. 


He explained Wednesday that 


all his information about the 
hundreds of wrecks was gained 
from government files, old 
newspapers, ship's books and 
other data. 


The study was commissioned 


by the Michigan Department of 


Natural 
Resources 
(DNR) 


which was given a grant for the 
project by the National Parks 
System. 


"There is no .glamorous 


sunken treasure ship out there, 
no Spanish doubloons, 
but 


rather just plain old ships," 
Wright said. 


He said records showed most 


of the vessels, 533 to be exact, 
were lost in Lake Michigan. 


Wright said that during the 


golden years of Michigan's 
lumber industry "anything that 
could float was pressed into 
service with a corrcponding 
high rate of losses." 


After 1909, wooden hulled 


ships were replaced with ones 
with steel hulls and navigational 
aids that were more sophis- 
ticated, thus cutting down the 
number of shipwrecks, he said.

LANSING. Mich. (AP) — 


State Sen. John Bowman says 
S6,50U worth of new furnishings 
for liis office was a justified 
public expense because "the of- 
fice needed remodeling." 


The Senate has spent about 


$300,000 so far this year on 
remodeling offices, even though 
legislative leaders asked the 
public to tighten their belts and 
accept a recession-year tax 
increase. 


In reaction to news accounts, 


the Senate recently quit de- 
tailing expenses for furniture 
and trips. 


Bowman, D-Roseville, held a 


news conference to defend 
spending on new office fur- 
nishings. He excluded two 
media critics of his spending, 
Tom Greene of WJBK-TV De- 
troit and Gary Schuster of the 
Detroit News. 


However. 
Greene 
and 


Schuster, attended as uninvited 
guests. 


Among bills Bowman submit- 


ted to the state recently were 
§2,451, that included blue suede 
cloth drupes; three chairs for 
$675; a high backed chair with a 
pillow headrest, and a glass- 
topped, hand-rubbed bronze 
base table. 


Bowman also ordered expen- 


sive wallpaper, indirect lighting 
and about $2,085 worth of 
robin's egg blue carpeting at $15 
a yard. 


"I think we've been quite 


modest in our expenditures. I 
think 1 probably spent about the 
average. I don't think you can 
furnish offices for much less 


tlian that,"V'Bowman said. 


"For one thing, the-carpeting 


was pretty well worn out and 
patched in some places," Bow- 
man said. His office needed a 
heavy 
facelift, 
he 
added, 


because "through sewers an 
odor got into the outer office." 


He produced a receipt in- 


dicating he personally paid $467/ 
for a floor to-ceiling mirror, 
although lie could not produce 
the'receipt several months ago 
when requested by newsmen 
after the mirror was installed. 


Bowman's office was last oc- 


cupied by former Sen. Milton 
Zaagman, R-Gran<J Rapids, who 


had it remodeled about 18 
months ago. Zaagmact was 
defeated for re-election and is a 
lobbyist for the 
Michigan 


Medical Society. 


Other senators have come 


under public fire for luxury ap- 
pointments in their state offices. 
Sen. Joseph Mack, D-Iromvood, 
billed taxpayers for $35,000 
remodeling and Sen. Robert 


Daws, R-Gaylord, spent about 
$17,000 on new furnishings, 
which include a bathroom. 


Bowman, 53, a legislator since 


1974, said he probably would not 
run for reelection in 1978. -: 


"I seriously doubt I'll run for 


the office again. I think the time 
has come when I should start 
spending more time at home,": 
he said.

nesday, now goes to the House. 


It is the first budget bill 
approved by either chamber, 
and the legislature expects to 
meet well into July before 
enacting the entire budget. 


The legislature is expected to 


pass a measure soon to permit 
the state to continue spending at 
current levels for a month or 
more into the new fiscal year, 
which begins July 1. 


The increase in the com- 


munity colleges budget was at-

families, particularly retirees 
and others living on fixed in- 
comes, cannot afford their share 
of these higher costs," he said. 


He cited a national study 


showing low income families 
spend an average of 11 per cent 
of their income on natural gas 


and electricity, compared to 
less than two per cent for 
Iwuseholds with annual incomes 
over $16,000.

But the Arab oil nations 
made no exceptions when they 
quadrupled oil prices, and 
reports from the capitals of 
black African nations say most 
of those governments now think 
they should not have abandoned 
Israel.

Mrs. Gandhi, who has ruled 


India since 1966, said her op- 
ponents have tried to undermine 
her government with a "deep 
and widespread conspiracy" 
ever since she began introduc- 
ing progressive economic and 
social measures after the split 
in her party five years ago. 


"It is not important whether I 


am prime minister or not." she 
declared. "However, the insti- 
tution of the prime minister is 
important, and a dangerous 
political attempt to denigrate it 
is not in the interests of 
democracy or of the nation." 


Proclamation of the state of 


emergency gave the govern- 
ment power to arrest persons at 
will and to hold them in prison 
indefinitely without trial.

veyed to a dozen interesting 
ports 
along this 
side of 


Michigan. 


There is little doubt that the 


ubiquitous motorcar has a great 
'(leal to answer for as far as the 
ship-lover is concerned. Things 
have, changed a whole lot since 
those glorious days of the early 
1900's and 20's when steamers 
came to Soutli Haven, one of the 


finest 
resort 
towns 
which 


flourished in hospitality and 
goodwill. 


The biggest thrill was to 


watch - the boat launchings. 
Thousands 
came 
to 
view 


launches in the Black river. The 
colorful 4th of July parades had 
.hundreds; of horses .and wagons 
lined up from the country to the 
Dunkley and Williams dance 
pavilion, whej'e'the City of South 
Haven,*; Iroquois, yCity 'of 
Kalamazoo, 
United 
States, 


Eastland, Soo City, City of St.

Joseph, Theodore Koosevelt and 
a score of other ships docked. 
Passenger boats lined the river 
all the way to the lake. 


Just as did Benton Harbor, 


South had its big lake pavilion 
where the Elks, DAR and other 
conventions were held. Dancing 
was one of the biggest attrac- 
tions and many a young man 
met his wife-to-be. 


Many residents of Chicago 


and the midwest who spent their 
summers on the eastern shore 
of Lake Michigan, and vaca- 
tioners and visitors to resorts of 
this area, traveled by lake 
steamers. 


On most days five large 


steamers carrying happy ex- 
cursionists, many with lunch 
baskets, sailed for Michigan 
City, St. Joseph, Benton Harbor 
and South Haven. 


The early passenger steamers 


were of the William Transpor- 
tation Co. H.W. Williams-and 
City of Kalamazoo comprised 
the local fleet. Then other lines 
came to South Haven and it 
became one of the largest pas- 
senger ports on this side of Lake 
Michigan. 


Trains came from Battle 


Creek, Detroit, Fort Wayne and 
Kalamazoo. Crowds overflowed 
the beaches, and it seems as 
though all folks from the cities 
descended on the town. Those 
were "Happy Days," as any old 
timer will tell you. 


.Has the younger generation 


more pleasure today? It seems 
hard to believe, as we pick up a 
newspaper with its tragedy, car 
wrecks, speed, and violence. We 
may have been slow "old 
fogies," as they tell you today, 
but compare the pleasure and 
times we had. Sure we worked 
and went to church and were 
blessed with enough work and 
pleasure we worked for. There 
were no hot rods, buses or 
trucks. Everybody rode trains, 
streetcars and boats.

we used to call Hartford to 
South Haven and it had one 
coach, two lumber cars and one 
or two coal cars. Passengers 
from Grand Rapids or Chicago 
were dropped off at Hartford 
and transferred to the "Cattle 
train" tu go to South Haven. "It 
made about 5 to 10 miles an 
hour over snaky curves and 
through fruit orchards. Pas- 
sengers could pick apples, 
peaches, cherries and plums on 
their way to the big town on 
Lake Michigan. 


In later years many actors 


and vaudcvillians spent their 
summers here. Among them 
were Martha Raye and scores of 
other celebrities. 


Fishing was a great sport, 


and many a fisherman came 
home with stringers of 80 to 100 
to display to home folks. Those 
were the days when the big 
pavilion on; the lake had con- 
ventions and everyone, stood at 
attention when the old favorite 
dancing tunes commenced. 
"Suzzana," Sousa's Marches, 
'Take Me Out To The Ball- 
game" and many others.

"And whatever became of

She was 
260 feet long, very fast and a 
good sea boat. She was called 
the "White Flyer of Lake 
Michigan."

Ford Offers Uranium Plan 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


President 
Ford 
is 
asking 


Congress to permit private in- 
dustry to produce and sell 
billions of dollars worth of 
enriched uranium needed for 
nuclear power plants around the 
world. 


Ford called members of the 


Senate-House Committee on 
Atomic Energy to the Cabinet 
Room for a meeting today to 
outline 
his 
far-reaching 


proposals. Then he planned a 
formal signing ceremony for a 
special message to Congress 
detailing his ideas. 


By law, the production of 


enriched uranium — a type of 
fuel suited for power plants but 
not for weapons — has been a 
government monopoly since the 
dawn of the nuclear age some 30 
years ago. 


Ford's 
decision 
to seek 


legislation to put private en- 
terprise into the uranium fuel 
business seemed certain to stir 
a spirited debate on whether 
private firms — who do much of 
the work now under government 
contracts — can be trusted to 
have a larger stake in this 
growing industry. 


Under Ford's 
plan, 
the 


federal government would con- 
tinue to own and operate the 
three existing 
plants 
that 


produce enriched uranium, in 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., Paducah, 
Ky., and Portsmouth, Ohio, 
sources said. 


Federal officials calculate 


that these three plants already 
have contracted to sell their to- 
tal output far into the future. 


With the government urging 


the 
construction 
of 
more 


nuclear power plants to help 
curb the nation's appetite for 
foreign oil as a power source, 
sources said Ford would have 
private 
owners 
build 
and 


operate all future enrichment 
plants. 


It was understood that the

— shows that 30 per cent of the 
state's M3.000 'rural households 
and 15.5 per cent of the 2.4 
million urban households are in 
need of assistance. 


The greatest relative need is 


found in rural counties where 23 
per cent of households are oc- 
cupying structurally inadequate 
units. This large number stems 
primarily from the presence of 
marginal heating systems and a, 
surprisingly large number of 
units which lack some or all 


plumbing facilities. 


While rural counties (Allegan 


and Cass were considered rural 
in the report, while Bcrrien and 
Van Buren were not) have only 
17 per cent of the state's total 
households, they have 40 per 
cent of the state's structurally 
inadequate dwellings. 


Of all overcrowded units in 


the state, the report said, 18 per 
cent are in rural counties. This 
is in line with the percentage of 
rural population and disputes 
tlie theory that overcrowding is 
solely a city problem. 


Only 4.5 per cent of the state's 


high rent burden household are 
in rural counties, attributable to 
the fact that only 1 to 2 per cent 
of rural households are renters 
compared to 7 to 10 per cent in 
urban counties, the report said.

There were no public art 


galleries, no art schools, no 
private collections of any scope. 
Further, there was virtually no 
distinction between fine arts 
and crafts, and the more 
sophisticated artisans had no 
prestige. 


"The Plow-Man that raises 


Grain, is more serviceable to 
Mankind, than the Painter who 
draws only to please the Eye," 
one early New Englander wrote. 
"The Carpenter who builds a 
good House, to defend us from 
Wind and Weather, is more 
serviceable than the curious 
Carver, who employs his Art to 
please the Fancy." 


John Adams wrote: "The age 


of painting and sculpture has 
not yet arrived in this country, 
and I hope it will not arrive very 
soon. Artists have done what 
they could with my face and 
eyes, head and shoulders, sta- 
ture and figure, and they have 
made them monsters fit for 
exhibition as harlequin or J 
clown." 


But it also was Adams who 


said: "I must study politics and 
war that my sons may have the 
liberty to study mathematics 
and philosophy ... in order to 
give their children a right to 
study painting, poetry and 


John Singleton Copley, one of 


the busiest, best and wealthiest 
of the painters in the colonies, 
complained on the eve of the 
Revolution that "people regard- 
ed painting no more than any 
other useful trade.... like that of 
a carpenter, tailor, shoemaker, 
not as one of the most noble arts 
in the world." 


This may well have been 


because the country's first ar- 
tists remain all but nameless — 
limners, as they were known, 
who painted likenesses of 
colonial personalities in flat, 
primitive style. Some were 
itinerants, but others were un- 
doubtedly practical artisans 
who lent their limited talents to 
such painting Jobs as came their 
way. 


The first painters of stature 


came here from Europe. One 
was John Smibert, a Scot, who 
came in 1729 and held in Boston 
the first-known art exhibit in 
this country. Another was Peter 
Pelham, a competent engraver 
in mezzotint, from London. And 
there was Gustavus Hesselius, 
who arrived from Sweden in 
1712. 


It is ironic that the two artists 


of greatest stature at the time of 
the Revolution spent most of 
their "careers in London. One 
was Copley, who lived from 
1738-1815; the other was Ben- 
jamin West, 1738-1820. Both 
Were largely self-taught. 


Legend has it that West did 


his first paintings by snipping 
hairs off the family cat and 
drawing them through quills to 
make brushes. A Philadelphia 
Quaker, he left America in 1760 
at the age of 22, spent three 
years in Italy and then went on 
to London. 


He had reached the top of his 


profession by then, was named 
historical painter to King 
George III, and enjoyed royal 
favor for years, even during the 
Revolution. 


Copley became wealthy as a 


painter in Boston. John Adams 
said of his portraits: "You can 
scarcely help discoursing with 
them, asking questions and 
receiving answers." 


At the urging of Sir Joshua 


Reynolds, West and others, 
Copley sailed from America in 
177-4, and finally settled in Lon- 
don after a year in Italy. 


Both he and West aspired to 


go beyond portraiture, doing 
historical and other paintings. 
Neither ever returned home, 
although West and his wife 
never got over their homesick- 
ness. Mrs. West even tried to 
grow corn In her greenhouse, 
but with little success. 


West was free with advice, 


and his home became a school 
for Americans — Charles Will- 
son Peale, Matthew Pratt, John 
Tmmbull, 
Ralph 
Earl, 


Rembrandt Peale, Samuel F.B. 
Morse, Washington Allston and 
Gilbert Stuart. 


Stuart, whose portraits of 


George Washington are famous, 
was one of the most interesting 
of the lot — errant, witty, a 
drinker. 


After studying with West, he 


set up his own studio in London 
but had to leave for Dublin to 
escape debtors' prison. He owed 
80 pounds for snuff alone. He 
was the son of a Rhode Island 
snuff grinder and ho used it 
liberally all his life. 


Soon he had to leave Dublin 


for the same reasons, and he 


returned to America in 1792, 
when he was 37. He claimed he 
came back to paint Washington, 
who did sit for him three times, 
reluctantly. 


The most famous of the three 


paintings is the athenaeum por- 
tait, an engraving of which 
adorns the dollar bill. Stuart 
made more than 70 copies of it, 
selling one whenever he needed 
money. His daughter said that 
near the end of his life Stuart 
could dash one off in two hours. 


Among 
Stuart's 
contem- 


poraries were Thomas Sully, 
whose record books showed that 
he painted 2.631 pictures before 
his death at 89, and John 
Trimibiill. who served briefly on 
Washington's staff but left in a 
huff over a minor error in the 
dating of his commission. 


Trumbull went to London, 


studied under West, and then 
with Thomas Jefferson's en- 


couragement embarked on a 
series of paintings of 12 notable 
episodes in the history of the 
creation of the new nation. 


There was no sculpture in the 


colonies as the term is now

recognized, but there was a 
great deal of caning — tombs- 
tones, ships' figureheads, por- 
traits in wood, plaster and terra 
eotta.

Patience 
Lovell 
Wright, 


1925-1786, is often called the 
country's first professional por- 
trait sculptor. 


She had been left a widow in 


1769 with five children and no 
way to support them. She 
devised a traveling waxworks 
exhibition which proved so 
popular that she was en- 
couraged to take it to England 
in 1772. There, the Encyclopedia 
of American Art says, she 
became one of the colonies' first 
spies. It recounts: 


"At the outbreak of the 


Revolutionary War, people of 
rank and title continued to visit 
her rooms, and hearing much'in 
their conversation that could be 
valuable to George Washington, 
she passed it on to Rachel (her 
sister) in Philadelphia con- 
cealed in wax heads of Lord 
North and other British celebri- 
ties."

Buyers sent the gold price up 


steadily last year to an all-time 
peak of $198 an ounce on Dec. 30 
in the belief that Americans 
would rush in the next day when 
the ban on owning gold in the 
United States was lifted. 


But the Americans apparently 


weren't interested and the big 
slide set in as dealers cut their 
prices in an effort to lure buyers 
back into the market. 


A 
week 
later 
the U.S. 


Treasury auctioned two million 
ounces but only 754.000 were 
sold at around $165 an ounce.

Americans.

Q. 1 had a set of teeth made 


about 10 years ago. 1 was told 
the teeth were made of plastic 
and were better than porcelain 
ones. But now I find the back 
iecth arc all worn down and I 
can't really chew my food 
anymore. Also my right jaw 
cracks and even hurls when I 
chew. What can I do? Mrs. 
1I.D. 


A. I doubt if you can do 


anything to help yourself. But I 
think a dentist can help you 
with your problem. Most likely 
he will make you a new set of 
dentures. 


- No doubt the plastic teeth 
used in your dentures have 
worn a lot in the past years. At 
that time, the plastic teeth we 
sometimes used were not as 
"tough" as the plastic teeth we 
use today, although they still 
wear down more than procelain 
teeth. 
•1 conclude from your letter 
that you haven't been to a 
dentist for about ten years. 
Perhaps you felt that your 
visits to the dentist would no 
longer be necessary — but that 
is most certainly not true. 
"Dentures exert pressure on 
the jaw bones (or ridges) when 
you use them, causing some 
changes in their shape. This in 
turn makes a differnce in the 
relationshp of the upper and 
lower teeth of the dentures. 
The tissue which covers the 
ridges may become inflamed 
and sore, causing you pain 
when you try to chew food, es- 
pecially foods which require 
pressure to grind them • up, 
such as meats and leafy vege- 


' tables such as we use to make 


a tasty salad. 


If the changes in the bones of 


the jaw become great, you will 
probably develop pain in the 
joint of your jaws — where the 
lower jaw fits into the socket of 
your upper jaw. (You can feel 
the joint it you press on your 
face just in front of your ear 
and open and close your jaws). 
Problems in that joint are 
called 
TMJ 
(temperoman- 


dibular joint) problems, and 
can be very painful. 


Q. My dentist 
and 
his 


hygienist have recommended 
that I use a water jet device to 
clean between rny teeth and 
around the bridge I have. Are 
they really efficient? G.S. 


A. Well supervised inves- 


tigations about the water jet 
devices show that they are 
quite a help in removing debris 
from between teeth and around 
bridges.

In past years, home site priorities for the playoffs were 


based on a rotation system of the divisions within each 
conference. The new season's rotation, which was scrapped by 
Wednesday's decision, would have been Central, East.

"What we have done," said Commissioner Pete Rozelle. "is 


to place a premium on regular season records and reward 
regular season performance. This makes all 14 games impor- 
tant. Now, we are rewarding the teams that do best."

playoff site priorities, Miami with the second best won-lost 


record in the regular season, was forced to open the playoffs on 
the road. The Dolphins were eliminated in Oakland 
Meanwhile, Pittsburgh, with a poorer regular season record 
than Miami, enjoyed the home field edge in the first round of 
the playoffs. 


The plan adopted gives the teams with the best records the 


home edge throughout the playoffs. 


In other action Wednesday, the proposal to eliminate the 


coin flip before the game was withdrawn. It had been sug- 
gested that the traditional coin flip be replaced by giving the 
visiting team the option of deciding in which hah" it wished to 
receive the kickoff. Tradition won that argument. 


Seattle and Tampa, the NFL's newest franchises, got 


something for their fans to look forward to when (he league 
voted to allow those cities to host the Pro Bowl Games in 1977 
and 1978. The 1976 game is scheduled for New Orleans the 
same week that the two new teams will be stocked with players 
in the expansion draft. 


Seattle drew the 1977 game and the 1978 game went to 


Tampa. Both cities assured the league of sellouts for the game 
between all stars of the two conferences which has had trouble 
generating excitement in recent years.

week and the Western Open this 
week at Butler National Golf 
Course in suburban Chicago. 


"What I really want is to get 


back in the Masters next year. 
That's really the only goal I 
have right now." 


That is an ambitious goal, in- 


deed. 


The only way Groh can 


achieve his ambition is to win 
another tournament during the 
1975 pro tour or finish in the top 
eight in the PGA tournament in 
August at the 
challenging 


Firestone Country Club in 
Akron, Ohio'. 


Whether he makes it or not, 


30-year-old Gary Groh already 
has come a long way during 
1975. 


His biggest step came last 


spring when he picked up a 
$44,000 check for winning his 
first big-time professional tour- 
nament — the Hawaiian Open — 
by shooting a marvelously con- 
sistent 68-68-70-68 - 274. . 


In addition to the big payoff, 


the victory was worth three big 
bonuses: 


1. It gave him an automatic 


expcmplion 
for 
all 
PGA 


torunaments this year, freeing 
him from the struggle of Mon- 
day qualifying. 


2. It gave hihi a berth in this 


year's Masters and Tournament 
of Champions. 


3. It virtually assured him of 


being among the top 60 money 
•winners on the PGA tour this 
year, which in turn gives him 
another year of exemption from 
Monday qualifying. 


"That takes a.lot of pressure 


off," Groh admitted before a 
speaking appearance at the 16th 
annual Point O'Woods Invita- 
tional' tournament. ."I can 
schedule my life...I know where 


I'm going to be playing. Having 
to qualify on Monday is a tough, 
humiliating thing." 


Groh should know. 


Since getting his first touring 


pro card in the spring of 1969. he 
has played in dozens of Monday 
qualifying 
rounds with the 


predictable mixed success. 


Last year, in his fourth year 


on the tour, he finished lfl.'lrd in 
winnings with $21,582, but he 


has completely eclipsed that 
figure this year with • over 
867,000 in official prize money. 


In addition to his big payoff in 


Hawaii, he picked up $4,485 for 
his sixth place finish in the 
Philadelphia Classic, §1,850 for 
his tie for 38th place in the 
Master's tournament and SI .650 
for taking 18th place in the U.S. 
Open last week at Medinah 
Country Club, where he finished 


well ahead of such luminaries 
as Johnny Miller, Lee Trevino, 
Tom Weiskopf and Gary Player. 


"I believe that was the easiest 


tournament to win," Groh said.

refinements of a hotel or motel, 
restaurant meals or evening 
entertainment. 


As Sunday's 500-mile race for 


Indianapolis-type cars draws 
near, the motor homes and 
campers of the likes of Johnny 
Rutherford, Gordon Johncock, 
Pancho Carter and others are 
parked in the sandy infield. 
Some head for motels at night, 
others stay at the track to avoid 
the mountain resort prices. 


Even those who shell out for 


the "luxury" of a motel often 
sleep with a crew member or a 
relative or two in the motor 
home in the parking lot. During 
the day, the motel room, rented 
for one or two days, will be the 
headquarters for up to a dozen 
people, using the showers, the 
swimming pool, game room or 
tennis .courts. But many racers, 
especially the shoestring opera- 
tors, camp out the entire 10 days 
they are here before this race. 
They sleep in the backs of 
trucks in sleeping bags, eat out 
of an ice chest or the cafeteria 
and wash up in the restrooms. 


At Milwaukee two weeks ago 


where the road show went for a 
150-miler, one car owner and his 
wife slept across the seats of 


their two-seated pickup truck, 
parked in the parking lot of a 
motel near the track. When race 
morning came, they waited un- 
til someone they knew walked 
out, then asked to use the 
lodger's room to clean up. 


If the participants don't wel- 


come paying the tab at a motel, 
the ones who do stay aren't al- 
ways welcome either. A few 
inns near here where some 
racers stay charge a 15 per cent 
gratuity that is — while not un- 
common — only charged by the 
establishments while racers are 
in town. Usually racers are 
"isolated" in one section or 
floor of a motel. 


Asked about the gratuity, one 


motel employe said, "We 
learned last year that if we don't 
charge it, we'll never get it. 
Racers arc the chintziest people 
we get here, they're so rowdy 
and they leave such a mess." 


It should be emphasized that 


battle lines are not drawn 
between racers and all hotels or 
motels. In fact, many offer 
special rates. 


But many racers are content 


to live the life of a nomad. As 
one driver put it, "At least this 
way, we beat the crowds to the 
track."

He Invests 21 Years 
In 'Innocent' Client 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — Back in 1954, attorney 
Mark M. Hennelly took on a 
murder case. Twenty-one years 
laler, it is one of the longest 
uninterrupted court battles in 
the 
history 
of 
American 


criminal law. 


Hennelly now is 59 and no 


longer in criminal law, except to 
defend J.VV. "Slick" Stidham, a 
life term inmate of the state 
penitentiary, who is nearing 50. 
When Hennelly accepted the 
case, Stidham was a 28-year-old 
convict serving 25 years for 
armed robbery. 


Then, in September 1954, 


there was a riot at the prison. 
During the confusion, inmate 
Walter Lee Donnell, who had 
testified against a St. Louis 
armed robbery gang, was slain. 


After the riot, confessions 


were /obtained from .Stidham 
and six other inmates in the 
Donnell murder. In court, the 
men said they were tortured in- 


to confessing. Their requests for 
polygraph (lie detector) tests 
were denied. 


Hennelly was asked to take 


the case by the Rev. Charles 
Disnias Clark, the so-called 
"hoodlum priest" of St. Louis. • 
Father Clark died in 1963. 


"It was never any secret that 


I tried all of Father Clark's 
cases 
for him," :Hennelly 


recalled in a recent interview. 


When 
Hennelly 
argued 


Stidham's case before the U.S. 
Supreme Court in October 1972, 
he was executive vice president 
of the $1.5'billion Mississippi 
River Corp. The justices were 
curious why he continued to ar- 
gue the case for a penniless 
convict. 


Hennelly replied: "This case 


is like a fingernail on a black- 
board with me — as it should be 
with any lawyer. As long as I 
believe that a man's in prison 
for something he didn't do, 1 
can't rest."

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 


mounting concern over ihe 
liquidity and lending practices 
of the nation's banks, federal 
banking regulators maintain a 
tight lid on what information is 
disclosed to the public. 


So immune to disclosure are 


some documents that even state 
and federal judges and other 
regulatory authorities usually 
are powerless to subpoena 
them. 


In the case of the 4,700 na- 


tionally chartered banks whose 
operations are regulated chiefly 
by the U.S. Comptroller of the 
Currency, highly detailed data 
gathered on each bank's books 
and records, loan portfolios and 
quality of management, among 
other items, are rigidly protect- 
ed from public scrutiny by the 
National Bank Act. 


The information, gathered at 


each bank in periodic surprise 
examinations at least three 
times every two years by the 
government's 
2,000 
bank 


examiners, is also specifically 
exempt 
from 
the 
federal 


Freedom of Information Act, 
which permits public access to a 
wide range of government 
documents.* 


"If that were not the case,", 


explains a spokesman for the 
comptroller, "anyone who chose 
to could find out who's taking 
out loans, for what purpose, for 
what collateral. It would be a 
gross invasion of privacy." 


Other banking officials add 


that disclosure of this informa- 
tion might dangerously under- 
mine public confidence in the 
banking system. 


Also unavailable are so-called 


Pasf-Due Loan Reports which 
the comptroller began to collect 
bimonthly last October from 
nationally chartered 
banks, 


around the time when Franklin 
National Bank and Security Na- 
tional Bank of New'York went 
insolvent and concern began to 
mount over the health of banks' 
loan portfolios. 


And now that the public has 


grown more aware of the 
banking practice called redlin- 
ing — when banks refuse to 
grant mortgages or other loans 
in disadvantaged communities 
— there is some question 
whether 
national 
banking 


authorities 
will 
voluntarily 


make full public disclosure on 
what they're finding out about 
this practice.

Research David C. Motter says 
the comptroller's office and 
three other federal banking 
agencies have conducted a pilot 
study on the criteria used by 
banks in 18 metropolitan areas 
in determining who gets mort- 
gage loans.

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Berrien Prosecutors Generally Nail 'Em

Berrien county last year had the lowest percentage of dismissals 


or acquittals in criminal cases among Michigan's 10 largest 
counties, and ranked second in the percentage of persons who 
were convicted of the original charge. 
; The statistics were part of the 1974 Michigan Uniform Crime 


; report released by the state police, and reflect favorably on the 


-Berrien prosecutor's office. 


; - "The statistics are pleasing, but we hope to do better next year," 
; "commented Prosecutor John A. Smietanka. 


The report showed only nine per cent of the criminal cases in 


Berrien county ended in dismissal or acquittal, compared with 
Saginaw county', which had the highest rale of dismissals or 
acquittals at 21 per cent. 


The report also ranked Berrien second among the state's biggest 


counties for convictions on the original charge with 48 per cent. 
The highest percentage was in Ingham county where 59 per cent 
were convicted on the original charge. Saginaw county was at the 
bottom,-with only 19 per cent. 


The report is based on all offenses other than traffic offenses, 


although driving under the influence of intoxicants was also 
included in the study. 


Smietanka attributed the lowest number of dismissals or 


acquittals to "tetter evidence available when a case comes in" 
and good police work. 


"We can't prosecute without evidence, and the low statistic 


means the police in Berrien county are doing their job very well," 
the prosecutor noted. 


He cited a larger staff and "a dislike for plea-bargaining" as the 


reasons for the high percentage of people who are convicted of Un- 
original charge. He said his office can now go after more convic- 
tions because of a larger proseeutorial staff. 


"I appreciate the cooperation of area police agencies in inves- 


tigations, the expeditious handling of cases by Berrien's courts. 


and the diligence and aggressiveness of my staff." Smietanka 
added while reflecting on the report. 


Other portions of the report show 8,420 adults were charged with 


various offenses last year in Berrien county. Eleven per cent of 
those were convicted of a lesser charge than the original (for a 
fourth ranking among the 10 largest counties), and 32 per cent of 
the cases were pending or disposed of by other methods. 


Smietanka said much of the last statistic is comprised of cases 


which have been put on the prosecutor's deferred prosecution 
program, a type of probationary program where first-time of- 
fenders for non-assaultive crimes are given a chance to clean their 
record without prosecution.

COMPUTERIZED CHECKOUT CONTROVERSY 
Have you been exposed as yet to the new computer- 


assisted checkout system, now being tested in selected 
supermarkets across the U.S.? It's being highly 
praised by the industry as a major innovation which 
will speed up checkout lines, virtually eliminate 
errors in price ring-ups, provide us with detailed sales 
receipts, slash labor, costs, maintain inventory 
records, etc. 


Yet, it also is arousing furious 
system. Their contention is that 
the industry could achieve mosl 
of Ihe potential savings and still 
keep items price-marked. 


Provocatively enough, 20 out 


of 100 consumers surveyed al 
some of Ihe lesl stores say they 
want prices maintained on all 
packages. But only two out of 
100 care enough about the issue 
to stop patronizing a market 
which doesn't price-mark each 
product. 


It's the age-old manifeslalion 


of consumer lelhargy which has 
slowed down so many efforts to 
benefit the consumer — ranging 
from open dating to unit pricing 
to nutrilional labeling. It's in- 
furialing, frustrating — but it 
must be recognized and met. 


Meanwhile, the unanticipated 


adverse reaction that the new 
system has aroused in so many 
quarters has led high level 
members of the industry to 
product that most stores will 
retain 
price markings for 


several years at lest. 


The lasl response Ihe super- 


market industry wants from you 
right now is antagonism or, 
from legislators, more regula- 
tion. So, the system won't be 
forced on us all at once. It will 
be tested and adjusted to meet 
your needs and wants. And what 
will resull from the gradualism ' 
will be a better syslem for all. 


controversy — and for what 
seem mystifying reasons, is 
alarming consumer activists, 
labor unions, a wide range of 
state and congressional legisla- 
tors. 


Why? To understand the is- 


sues, you must consider how the 
computerized checkout works: 


A growing number of grocery 


products are marked with a 12- 
digit code, referred to as the 
Universal Produce Code. This 
mark — a rectangle of thick and 
thin bars — identifies the 
manufacturer and the item. At 
the supermarkets where the 
system is being tested, there is 
an electronic cash register at 
each 
checkout 
lane. 
The 


register is hooked up to a com- 
puter and equipped with a 
laser-beam scanner. As you 
unload your marketbasket, the 
clerk 
slides each of your 


purchases over the scanner. It 
reads the product's code, sends 
the information to the central 
computer—and within seconds, 
the item's price is flashed on to 
the register's viewing system 
and is printed on the register 
tape. 


There's no doubt about it — 


this would bring us faster, more 
efficient service. 


But something is missing and 


it's crucial. 


For what the system also 


would lead to is eventual 
elimination of visible pricing 
from almost all grocery store 
items. 


"We have fought for years to 


improve consumer information 
about 
unit costs, 
content, 


weight, ingredients and shelf 
life," explains Carol Tucker 
Foreman, executive director of 
the Consumer Federation of 
America. 
"Now we 
must 


prevent the loss of the most 
basic of all information — a 
clearly marked cost on the 
product." 


The technological advance is 


not disputed, add several state 
legislators and members of 
Congress. But also concerned 
about the removing of prices 
from individual products, they 
have introduced bills that would 
require all products ranging 
from a can of beans to a carton 
of milk to be plainly marked 
\iiUi a price. 


And although even the few 


stores that have removed in- 
dividual price markings have 
retained shelf price stickers, 
some consumer advocates say 
these tags are not enough. With 
merely 
those 
markings, 


shoppers cannot compare the 
cost of canned fruit with a 
similar frozen or fresh version, 
for instance. And once at home, 
they cannot compare 
this 


week's price of a can of soup 
with last week's price — unless 
they have kept their detailed 
receipts. 


Critics of the new com- 


puterized system point out that 
products tend to "drift" from 
their proper shelves because 
shoppers change their minds 
and replace a package of cake 
mix, 
say, among 
cereal 


products. 


Individually marked items 


are essential if shoppers arc to 
flirt the best values.without go- 
ing through tortuous search 
procedures. As for cost benefits, 
experts contend that eliminat- 
ing price markings would ac- 
count for less than 19 per cent of 
Hie total amount supermarkets 
expect to save via the computer

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TV SPONSORS STILL NOT READY TO BUY WFL

NEW YORK (AP) - As far as 


TV coverage is concerned, 
players in the new, reorganixcd 
World Football League may be 
all dressed up with no place to 
show when the WFL's second 
.vear of play starts on July 5. 


Eddie Einhorn. whose TVS 


Television Xetutirk aired games 
of the old WFL last season, calls 
this year's model "a tough sell" 
•ami says "it's very unlikely 
risht now that we'll be involved 
with it at all." 


And a WFL spokesman says 


:talks with the Hughes Sports 
Network have produced "the 
same general response — that 
it's too tough to sell" to spon- 
sors following the league's 
well-publicized disarray last 
season. 


But he says other options 


remain uu-ludins; the purchase 
of some air time by the WFL it- 
self, an option he concedes 
might be far too costly for a 
league which insists it isn't try- 
irfe to go for broke this year. 


The new WFL has the same 


name as the old. But it's a 
legally different outfit, raised 
from the ashes of last season 
when $20 million was lost, 
paydays were missed and con- 
siderable uncertainty prevailed. 


HOJX'S were high in the old 


12-leam league when its first 
pre-season game was televised 
in mid-July by Einhorn's TVS 
network, which he says paid 
more (Iran $1 million for first- 
season rights to 23 WFL games. 


The sum was a bit less than 


the approximately $60 million 
the 
CBS, ABC 
and 
NBC 


networks will pay the National 
Footbal League this year, but 
you gotta start somewhere, as 
the saying goes. 


Einhorn says 
widespread 


interest in the new league in 
1974 greatly helped him line up 
sponsors and get the games 
aired on more than 100 markets. 


"11 wasn't tough to sell, and 


with all that publicity we sold 
very well." he recalled. "We 
were in the black for the season 
before it began. However, once 
it started, we didn't sell 
anything additional and didn't 
make any substantial money 
either for ourselves or them." 


He blamed this on the many 


woes subsequently afflicting the 
league. 


"It was' the credibility fac- 


tor," he said. "People didn't 


want to touch it with a 10-foot 
pole." 


lit April, Chris Hemmeter. 


head of the new 11-team WFL, 
admitted its opening year was 
the "biggest sports disaster in 
history" and 
said 
it was 


imperative the new WFL have 


both stability and credibility. 


Einhorn agrees that's the key 


to sponsored TV coverage. 


He says teams in the reor- 


ganized WFL "are going to have 
to get their credibility back by 
playing a little first. If they get 
through half the season, then I 


think we can sell the second 
half. 


"If they want to underwrite it, 


put up the money to put the 
game on TV, we'd be intrested. 
But I don't know that they're 
ready to do that and time is 
short. So I'm just assuming that 


we're not going to be involved at 
all."
